negotiations are expected to he- 
gin within the next few weeks 
with a view to reaching 2 final 
settlement . acceptable to both 
sides. 

Some of the terms 
treaty were reported te have 
been: firstly, there should be 
three governors in Sinkiang--a 
senior one appointed by the 
Chinese Central Government 
and two chosen by the dissidents 
but subject ‘to Chungking’s con- 
firmation; secondly, the dis- 
gidents would be granted” 
“Yimited autonomy” in the form 
of district self-government; 
thirdly, there would be remis- 
sion of taxéy, for three years 
because of the exorbitant levies 
imposed by the former Chinese 
governor of Sinkiang; fourthly, 
Turki would be taught in the 
schcols and the teaching of the 
Chinese language would not ne 
compulsory, 

NOTE TO CHUNGKING 

The dissidents have sent & 
note to Chungking through the 
Chinese authorities at Tihwa, 
the capital, requeating the im- 
mediate retutn there of Gen. 
Chang Chi-chung, who, it is 
rumoured, would have been dip: 
pointed Chief Governor of Sin- 
kiang, if the agreement had been 
ratified, te 

There have been persistent 
but unconfirmable allegationa 
that despite the Sino-Sovict 
treaty, in which Russian under- 
took not to interfere in China’s 
Internal Affaira, the dissidents 
have been receiving arms from 
Soviet territory in exchange for: 
furs, livestock and minerals. 

Sources close to the dissidents 
claim that they have occupied 
Chingho, an oil production cen- 
tre, acme 200 miles southwest 
of Tihwa, These wells are re- 
ported to be under operation by 
Russians.—Assoclated Press.
